OKLALHOMA CITY, Okla., Oct. 3.— Returns early to­ 
day (Wednesday) from yesterday’s state-wide election 
showed that a constitutional amendment authorizing the 
state legislature to convene itself to consider impeach­ 
ment charges against state officials had been carried by a 
tremendous majority, despite a proclamation issued* by 
Governor J. C. Walton that no election should be held. 
A $30,000,000 bairns measure was defeated as were also 
two other constitutional amendments, one authorizing the 
state to refund deposits lost in failures of state banks, and 
another providing death compensation under the state in­ 
dustrial laws.

Two measures that apparently carried in face of returns 
from approximately one-fourth of the state legalized a 
minimum levy of fifteen mills for every school district in 
the state and removed political limitations from women, 
making them eligible for all offices. 
At midnight, with virtually half the state accounted 
for, the measure was maintaining fully the lead it assumed 
with the tabulation of first returns.
